The fighting on the Dnieper sector 
had lasted for some months and 
could not possibly endure much 
longer, while the northern sector is 
the natural theatre for winter fight- 
ing over frozen ground. In this 
connection, it seems probable that 
German shipping moves in Finnish 
ports are merely a seasonal precau- 
tion—a southward withdrawal so as 
not to be frozen in the Gulf of 
Finland.
